It is a curious and interesting fact that the 
women of England held a nigher political posi- 
tion in ancient times than they hold now, Among 
the Britons it appearg that there was practical 
equality. Women bore an equal burden even in 
war. In Saxon times they were not debarred 
from political rights, and after the Norman con- 
quest the chronicles tej! us that they held the 
offices of Queen, High Sheriff, Earl Marshal, 
High Constable, High Steward, etc. Abbesses sat 
in Parliament along with the lords, spiritual and 
temporal. And even now there are peeresses in 
their own’ right. There are traces of suffrage 
which justify a belief, or at least a. conjecture, 
that they voted for members of the House of 
Commons during the closing years of the thir- 
teenth century, when the lower house of Par- 
liament was established by Edward I. Oddly 
enough, these traces of the influence and political 
rights of women disappeared when the great 
struggle between King and commons began in the 
seventeenth century. The commons asserted the 
rights of Englishmen, but the rights of English- 
women appear to have escaped their attention. 
But there was no express exclusion of women 
from political rights until the reform bill of 1832, 
which extended the suffrage to “male persons” 
possessing’ the qualifications prescribed in the 
act. . 

In 1884 Mr. Gladstone brought in a bill grant- 
ing further extensions of the franchise. A womn- 
an’s amendment was offered, whereupon he de- 
clared that.the bill was already overloaded, and 
if the amendment should be adopted he would 
disclaim all responsibility for the entire bill.

and Sir Edward Gray, Foreign Secretary, 
dressed a great audience outlining the policy and 
program of the Cabinet. When he concluded two 
women cried out, “What about woman’s_ suf- 
frage?’’ It was the first cry of the “suffragettes,” 
and the agitation has been pushed on their pecu- 
liar lines, without ceasing, ever since those two 
women were arrested for disturbing the peace. 

Justifying the methods of agitation adopted b; 
the suffragettes, Mrs. Christabel Pankhurst 
writes: ‘It has taken half a century to teach 
women suffragists the lesson that political rights 
are never granted save in response to irresistible 
pressure. The means of bringing that pressure 
to bear has now been discovered,,; and there is 
little 2oubt that as a result of unfted and vigor- 
jus action the enfranchisement of the women 
of Great Britain will soon be an accomplished 
fact.” 7 

There is much in history to support this view. 
The reform act of 1832 was obtained only after 
the “stand pat’ Tories, following Wellington’s 
lead, were*made to understand that if they did 
not grant reform they would have to face revo- 
lution. It remains to be seen whether women 
in any country can organize a physical force 
strong enough to place this dilemma before a 
masculine government. 
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Can the Democratic party stand the contrast of 
Republican anti-combine against Democratic com- 
bine candidates for the House of Delegates? 

A REBUKE TO JINGOES. 

It was a well-deserved rebuke that Elihu Root 
administered in his Peace Society address to the 
excitable or prejudiced persons who ridicule, re- 
vile or insult foreign nations and peoples. 

Such insults, as Mr. Root remarked, would 
bring on private war in private relations in any 
country. And in consequence people have become 
more temperate in speech where such relations 
may be affected. But there is no way in these 
days of free speech to compel people to speak 
civilly of foreign statesmen and people. And we 
therefore have frantic intemperance like that 
which broke out in California a few weeks ago. 
Our war with Spain might have been averted 
had it not been for this furious invective and 
abuse of everything Spanish. 

Jingo babble prepares the soil for war. Public 
opinion is raised to fever heat and then interest- 
ed persons seize the opportunity to bring on a 
conflict. Jingoes in Germany and England have 
for years been trying to set the cwo governments 
by the ears. The same narrow prejudices are in- 
flamed in this country at the present time, when 
our relations with Japan are in debate. 

People who thus express their ignorance, preju- 
dice and bigotry should be taught that they may 
be the cause of a needless, wanton and destructive 
war. They cannot be silenced by law in any free 
country, but the more intelligent and _ broad- 
minded portion of the community can do much to 
shame them into temperate speech. 
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But after all one does not have much sym- 
pathy with those men of wealth who were swin- 
dled by being led to believe that they were bet- 
ting on a sure thing that would swindle someone 
else. 
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THE NEW NATIONAL GUARD BILL. 

The favorable report of the Senate Committee 
on Judiciary on Senator Oliver's bill providing for 
the reorganization of the Missouri militia along 
the lines of the act of Congress passed May 27, 
1908, probably means the beginning of a new era 
for the State.soldiery. Adjutant-General Rumbold 
of Missouri adds emphasis to the report by his 
declaration that, unless the Oliver measure is 
adopted, the Missouri National Guard may as well 
be mustered out of service. : 

Under the operation of the measure, if adopted, 
the Missouri militia would become an integral 
part of the regular army, obligated to respond to 
a call to arms from either the Governor of his 
own State or the President of the United States, 
and directly subject to the jurisdiction of the War 
Department. In return for this virtual enlistment 
as a reserve of the regular establishment, the 
State troops will share in the annual appropria- 


j tion of $4,000,000 made by the National Congress

STATE JUVENILE COURTS. 

The Senate Juvenile Court bill introduced by 
Senator McDavid ‘is designed to establish such 
courts in all counties of the State containing a 
population of 50,000 and over. 

This bill provides a general law to take the 
place of the three laws now in force in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. 

In general the bill follows the terms of the St. 
Louis law. The appointment of probation officer 
is lodged with the judge or judges of the Circuit 
Courts in the several counties (St. Louis City 
being held to be a eounty within the purpose of 
the act). The deputies.are appointed by the 
probation officer, subject to the approval of the 
judges. Women are eligible, as under the’ pres- 
ent law, for these deputyships. 

An additional safeguard is provided by the 
section which enacts that probation officers, dep- 
uties and persons in charge of places of deten- 
tion shall be appointed on the basis of merit, 
after competitive examination had in pursuance 
of rules made a matter of record by the Circuit 
Court. ' The Court is thus completely protected 
from partisan politica] raids and the best. service 
assured.

It 
is supported by men and women who are fitted 
by education and experience to judge of its mer- 
its, and it is a work of social legislation which 
embodies the best thought of those who have 
labored in the practical field of humane progress. 

The contrast between this bill and the Tries- 
eler bill explained in Friday’s Post-Dispatch is 
too glaring for comment. The one makes the 
Juvenile Court a true organ of public service in 
the interest of delinquent, unfortunate children. 
The other, by placing the appointing power in 
the hands of the Circuit Clerk, who is authorized 
to employ and discharge all officers in his dis- 
cretion, throws the Court open to political in- 
fluences, There cannot be two opinions among 
thinking and humane persons on the merits of 
the two bills. |

At about 9 
o’clock the early breakfast is served, the 
King always taking this meal in private 
with the other members of the royal 
family. This invariably consists of cafe 
au lait, soft boiled eggs, chicken, either 
cold or grilled, and fruit. 

After this the Minister on duty for 
the day is received, and every Thurs- 
day there is a Cabinet council presided 
over by the King. A great deal of cor- 
respondence has to be attended to, peti- 
tions of all kinds looked into and ah- 
swered. The humble petition of the poor 
man receives the same attention at the 
hands of Don Alfonso as does one from 
his more fortunate brother. 

“Children’s Hour” Sacred, 
.-Luncheon is served at 1:3. “I have 
been in attendance on the King for the 
past two years,’’ a gentleman of the 
Court said to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent the other day, “and in that 
time I have hardly ever known him to 
be able to sit down punctually to the 
meal—so many and overwhelming are 
his occupations and engagements it is 
usually near 3 o'clock before the King 
is able to take his lunch.”’ 

A short interval in the afternoon is 
devoted by Don Alfonso to his own 
amusement, either playing golf or tennis 
in the Casa de Campo or taking an auto- 
mobile drive or a ride on horseback. 
Later on comes ‘‘the children’s hours,”’ 
the short time in the 24 hours he gives 
himself to spend in private with the 
Queen and his two infant sons. After- 
ward come audiences, civil and military, 
and when possible a visit to the opera 
or to one of the other Madrid theaters, 
though more frequently after dinner, 
which is served at 8:30, the King pre- 
fers rest and retirement. 

Prince of Asturias.

George W. Wickersham of New York, 
whe has kept so much out of ‘the public 
eye that his biography is not to be 
found in publications concerning noted 
men, yet the bar of New York unites in 
praising him. Like Mr. Knox, he is 
small in stature. 

The third lawyer of exceptional abil- 
ity in the Cabinet, is Jacob M. Dickin- 
sou ‘of Tennessee, who last year was 
president of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. 

Franklin MacVeagh, who is to be Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, was until recent 
years a Democrat. Now &e is a Repub- 
lican. His brother, Wayne MacVeagh 
of Pennsylvani¢, was a Republican, who 
turned Democrat, being first Attorney- 
General in President Garfield’s Cabinet 
and later President Cleveland’s Minister 
to Rome. 

Two Are Not Politicians. 

Two members, Wickersham and Dick- 
inson, never have had anything to do 
with politics. Two are ex-Defnocrats, 
Dickinson and MacVeagh. MacVeagh 
has merely dabbled in the game as 4 
student and recipient of empty party 
honors. Four members are-new in Fed- 
eral ‘office-holding—Nagel, Dickinson, 
MacVeagh and Wickersham. 

All ‘the Cabinet except two—Wilson 
and Meyer—are lawyers, although 
Hitcheock and MacVeagh nave not 
practiced actively at the bar. 

Two of President Roosevelt's Cabinet 
continue in the new administration. Sec- 
retary Wilson of the Department of Ag- 
riculture will enter on his fourth suc- 
cessive administration and Mr. Meyer 
will move from the Postoffice to the 
Navy Department. Knox, Wickersham 
and Dickinson have been corporation 
lawyers of the highest class, having 
railroads and large industrial concerns 
for clients. Mr. Dickinson is general so- 
licitor of E. H. Harriman’s Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Co. Mr. Wickersham has 
had numerous railroads and combines 
on his lists. Mr. Knox formerly head- 
ed the Pennsylvania bar with the State’s 
greatest corporations for clients. 

Mr. Wickersham was brought to Mr. 
Taft's attention because he is the law 
partner of Henry W. Taft, and the se- 
lection means much to the Taft firm. 
Mr. Ballinger was brought into Federal 
office-holding by James R. Garfield be- 
cause the two were classmates at Wil- 
liams College. Now Ballinger succeeds 
Garfield as Secretary of the Interior. 
Charles Nagel’s selection is a geo- 
graphical one. Missouri Republicans de- 
manded recognition for swinging the 
State out of the Democratic column. 
For a number of years the treasury 
portfolio has been given to Chicago. Mr. 
MacVeagh, ag a foremost merchant and 
a man with a wide reputation as a stu- 
dent of finance, was recommended by 
Chicago bankers. 

Mr. Dickinson represents the South, 
although for the past few years his 
work has taken him'‘to Chicago, Ten- 
nessee is his home State. 

Four Quiet, Determined Men, 

Qne of the most striking features of 
the new Cabinet will be the quiet re- 
serve of its leading members. Knox, 
Wickersham, Dickinson, Hitchcock and 
MacVeagh have no liking for the spec- 
tacular, the hurrah and the head-crack- 
ing policy. When they speak their tones 
are soft, but thelr meaning plain; the 
words polite, but thelr decision firm. 
Senator Knox, who heads the Cabinet 
as Secretary of State, is 56 years of age. 
He was born in Pennsylvania, educated 
at Mt. Union College in Ohio, arid 
started his career as a poor young law- 
yer in Pittsburg. By study, by work, 
by force of intellect, by brain power, 
pure and simple he achieved eminent le- 
gal success. He entered the political 
game at the top, first by being called 
in consultation by the State leaders, 
and then by entering the Cabinet of 
President McKinley in 1901 as’ Attorney- 
General. He continued in that position 
under President Roosevelt until chosen 
Senator from Pennsylvania, which posi- 
tion he now will resign to again enter 
the Cabinet. He has heen described as 
being sensational as a volume of Black- 
stone, as witty as a copy of the Revised 
Statutes, as communicative as a Su- 
premé Court Justice. No one ever saw 
him display emotion or heard him utter 
a hasty, ill-tempered word. He is 
calm, serene, cool, calculating, methodi- 
eal, precise, analytical. Humerist friends 
say his recreation is reading the Consti- 
tution. 

Never a Senatorial Apprentice, 

Among his intimates Senator Knox is 
a delightful conversationalist and a 
genial host. He has accumulated a com- 
fortable fortune from the law. Im Wash- 
Ington he has a fine house and an ex- 
ceptional library. He reads on the top 
floor and has a workshop office in the 
basement. His favorite retreat is a 
beautiful country place at Valley Forge, 
Pa., on the site of Washington's {1)- 


{fated winter camp of revolutionary days. 


He belongs to the Republican oligarchy 
of senatortal leaders. headed by Senaters 
Aldrich and Hale, having entered that 
exclusive circle the day he teok his seat. 
No long apprenticeship was required ot 
him. Foreign affairs of state and dipio- 
matic relations are already familiar to 
him, Though long a lawyer for corpora- 
tions, his greatest legal victery was in 
defeating them as counsel) fer the Gov- 
ernment in overthrowing the Northern 
Securities Co., the most gigantic of rail- 
way combines.

BIG FEAST FOR LATTER 





Enlisted Men Received in Naval 
Y. M. C. A. Home Donated 
by Rockefeller. 





NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 27.—Norfolk paid 
a heme-coming tribute to 2000 officers 
and blue jackets from the American 
“battle fleet’’ today. With flaring trou- 
ser ends snugly reefed down in canvas 
leggings; with jaunty white caps set- 
ting off the deep blue of their service 
uniforms, ,and with rifles slung over 
their shoulders the men from the fleet 
paraded through the principal streets of 
the city, ‘and were received with cheers 
by’ practically all of Norfolk’s popula- 
tion. 

Thirty-two companies were landed 
from the fleet this morning at the Old 
Point Comfort dock, and transported 
to this citY on steamers, chartered by 
the lecal Entertainment Committee. 
They were accompanied by é@ight com- 
panies of coast artillery from Fort 
Monroe, and were met here by several 
companies of marines and blue jackets 
from the Norfolk Navy Yard. When one 
of the ship’s bands in the parade came 
along playing ‘‘Dixie,’’ the crowds broke 
into a tumultuous tribute, which was 
caught up all the way down the line. 
The men from the Virginia received a 
veritable ovation. 

Blue Jackcts Applauded. 

The blue jackets from the home!’ sta- 
tion also received a lion’s share of the 
applause along’ ‘the line of march. De- 
tachments of the- Virginia National 
Guard were also in the pafade, which 
was one of the most picturesqueand in- 
teresting martial pageants ever seen 
here, 

In traversing Main street, the sailors 
and their escort passed threugh a cor- 
don of honor in front of the reviewing 
Stand compesed of hundreds of yeter- 
ans of both the Confederate and Union 
armies. Admiral Tusing, commandant 
of the Norfolk Navy Yard, reviewed the 
parade, and was saluted by all of the 
men in passing. 

The blue jackets made a splendid 
showing in spite of their long stay on 
board ship. It was the first time they 
had appeared in companies ashore in 
some months, but their marching com- 
pared most favorably with that of the 
army representatives. 

Fourteen,of the 16 ships that en- 
circled the globe furnished the blue 
jackets for today’s parade. 

Feast at Y. M. C. A. 

Following the parade the officers 
were entertained at an elaborate 
luncheon at the Monticello Hotel, 
while the 2000 blue jackets were giv- 
en a feast at the new Naval Y. M. C. 
A. Building, constructed with money 
donated by John D. Rockefeller. This 
new home for the sailors entering 
Norfolk is one of the most complete 
and splendid ciub ever provided for 
the enlisted men of the navy any- 
where. 

The battleship Rhode Island left the 


fleet today and sailed for New York, 
where the big white vessel is due to 
arrive Sunday afternoon. The New 
Jersey and Kansas probably will get 
away tonight. 

The New Jersey will touch at New 
York to land some ammunition at 
Tompkinsville before proceeding to 
her home station at Boston. The Kan- 
sas goes to Philadelphia.

DRESDEN, Feb. 27.—Cipriano Castre, 
former ‘President of Venezuela, today 
authorized the publication of a declar- 
ation of his innocence of the charge 
that he had conspired to bring about the 
assassination of Juan Vicente Gomez, 
the present President of the Republic. 

“The onlf charge that has been raised 
against me,’’ Sener Castro says in a 
signed’ statement, ‘‘is that I tried to in- 
stigate the murder of Gomez. It Its in- 
crediblo that after having shown my 
interest in him in so many ways I 
should try to cause him to be murdered. 
If Gomez had given me occasion to sus- 
pect him I would have given orders re- 
garding him before my departure frem 
Venezuela, and I would not have been 
so stupid as to send such an order by 
cable. ' 

Says He Answered in Cipher, 

“I arrived in Berlin Dec. 14 and when 
I later heard of the occurrences in 
Venezuela through the press and cipher 
dispatches from the then fereign minis- 
ter of Venezuela, Jose de Jesus Paul, 
I answered Senor Paul in cipher through 
the Venezuelan legatien in Berlin, 
transmitting to him orders regarding the 
situation with Holland. The originals 
of these messages must be In the cen- 
tral telegraph office in Berlin and cop- 
les in the foreign office in Caracas, 
where they were received. 

“I declare once for all that I sent no 
other dispatches in cipher. Whoever 
knows me knows that I am incapable 
of such disgraceful cowardice. 

“In the Interest of Truth.” 

“I give this declaration in the interest 
of truth to the press and to foreign 
countries in order to set at rest, at 
places where I am. not known, all 
doubts and suspicions regarding my be- 
havior. .This I de also in the knowledge 
that the shameless individual who instl- 
gated this conspiracy against me will 
have to proceed to the utmost extremes 
in order te justify himself, for he is 
aware that as soon as the matter is un- 
Gerstood the Venezuelan people will not 
tolerate such perfidy. 

‘I know that sooner or later the truth 
must shine Rees and that God will do 
me justice. seek nothing further.”’ 

Senor ‘Castro appears to be in excel- 
lent health and shews no perturbation.

DISTRIBUTION OF 
MILK FOR BABIES 
BY CITY PROPOSED 


Reports of Physicians Show 
Infants Thrive on Modified 
Cow’s Milk. 








Of 1500 babies fed last year on modified 


cow’s milk provided by the St. Louis 
Pure Food Commission, only 14 died, 
making the death rate less than 1 per 
cent, whereas the death rate of babies 
fea on mothers’ milk and unmodified 
cows’ milk was lo per cent. 

These and other impressive facts are 
brought out in the annual report of Dr. 
George M. Tuttle, the chairman of the 
Committee on Certification of the Com- 
mission. It was submitted to the annual 
meeting of the association, held at the 
rooms of the St. Louis Provident Asso- 
cle Yon 

Dr. Tuttle said that 300 babies are sup- 
plied each day with pure modified milk, 
and clinics are held twice a week at 
the laboratory, 1724 North Thirteenth 
street, and at Kingdom House, Highth 
and Hickory streets. 

Seven Sanitary Dairies, 

Seven dairies are now operated under 
the supervision of the Commission, 
which means that they are sanitary. 

From a distribution four years ago 
of 70 gallons a day, the distribution 
has grown until it is 450 gallons a day. 

Dr. Albert Merrell, the president, in 
his annual report, recommended that 
steps be taken to place the distribution 
of the certified milk in the hands of the 
city, with a view to the establishment 
of municipal distributing centers. 

Nine new directors were elected for 
terms of three years. They are Samuel 
Cupples, Mrs. J. B. Shapleigh, Drs. J. 
Cc. Falk, H. J. Scherck, A. 8. Bleyer, 
D. L. Harris and L. H. Behrens and 
William Burg and Thomas A. Buckland. 
The others were chosen to fill unexpired 
terms of one year. They are Philip L. 
Seamon and Dr. John Greenup.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—In France they 
have an amiable way of presenting ev- 
erybody who lifts himself above medioc- 
rity with a piece of ribbon or a statue, 
or something. Wilbur Wright, who 
has been exciting the lively Gallic imagi- 
nation to strenuous efforts of apprecia- 
tion, has been the subject of much of 
this good will. 

The numerous money prizes he has re- 
ceived make delectable reading, and the 
medallions, as well as trophies, with 
which he has been deluged, will likely 
cause him some embarrassment when he 
is greeted by Uncle Sam's impassive 
customs policemen. 

among these various manifestations of 
delight over his picturesque skylarking 
there will be a statuary group from 
the Aero Club of Sarthe. Thése gentle- 
men were aroused to such a pitch of joy 
over his performance that they decided 
to present him with a group represent- 
ing the Wright brothers learning the 
secret of flight from a most — 
looking eagle. 

France is almost as famillar with the 
various photographed likenesses of the 
modest Mr. Wilbur as we are familiar 
with the teeth and eyeglasses of the 
organizer of the Ananias Club. Natur- 
ally, therefore, when the ambitious 
sculptor, who was commissioned to 
make the group, came to work out his 
idea he made Mr. Wilbur’s head just 
as baldheaded as his pictures. 

Makes Orville Bald, Too. 

This was in correct fulfillment of 
those ideals which the realistic school 
in art inculcates. But not having seen 
Mr. Orville Wright, the brother, who 
has lately landed in France, he was at 
a loss how to proceed. Finally he dug 
up a photograph somewhere, which 
seemed to indicate that Orville’s head 
was quite as destitute of the ordinary 
hairy thatch as his brother's. Conse- 
quently this head was likewise chiselled 
as clean of hirsute decorations as a 
billiard ball. 

But Orville had just lately arrived ‘n 
France with his sister. In anticipation 
of the glory with which he would be 
covered, the sculptor went down to Pau 
recently to become acquainted with che 
Wright brothers before the presentation 
ceremonies took place. 

And then came the tragedy. When 
Orville took off his hat the unfortunate 
artist perceived that the man whom he 
had unwittingly treated to a vigorous 
haircut has a most luxuriant head of 
hair. At present, it is reported from 
Sarthe, the sculptor is‘ feverishly work- 
ing in his studio restoring to the head 
of Orville the hair which he so inno- 
cently omitted. #Since he has likewise 
made the faces of the brothers exactly 
alike he is engaged in chiseling the 
likeness of Orville into some semblance 
of the real man. 

Hospitality Knows Ko Bounds. 

It is said that the various eligible lo- 
calities of France have been vieing with 
each other in their efforts to induce the 
Wrights to visit them. They have of- 
fered hospitality that knows no limits; 
and from a commercial standpoint, it is 
said, the Frenchmen know exactly what 
they are doing. 

For during the last few weeks the in- 

flux of curious people into Pau has 
been so great that every available shel- 
tering roof has been taxed to Its ut- 
most capacity, and the natives are won- 
dering how they will accommodate the 
thoysands who promise to run over the 
community when the weather becomes 
still milder. 
In the meantime a committee has been 
formed to look after the bodily comforts 
of the Wrights. Not that the Wrights 
consider that they need, guardians, but 
the friendly, {f not quite disinterested, 
townspeople deem it only proper that 
their drawing cards should be treated 
like precious objects of art. They have 
hedged them about with guards, pro- 
vided them with endless entertainments 
and devised for them every sort of pub- 
lic and private hospitality their volatile 
natures can suggest. 


BILL PROVIDES AN EXCISE

No- 
tice must first be given to the dramshop 
keeper of charges preferred against him 
and he is to have five days to reply, 
with the right to appeal to the Circuit 
Court. 
The fees of the Excise Commissioner 
are to be $3 for State and $8 for county 
license and $5 for examination of peti- 
tions. The Sheriff, Marshal and all min- 
isterial officers are to report to the Cem- 
missioner violations of the law, and any 
five persons eligible as signers te a pe- 
tition for license may also prefer 
charges.

It means, say the efithusiastic inventors, 
that in a few. years all railroads will 
ve run by wireless and that ‘‘C Q D” 
will replace the reu flag as the signal 
of danger. 

The experiments were made on a Lake 
shore train, especially equipped for the 
purpose, that left Buffalo at 8 a. m. 
and reached Cleveland this afternoon. 
The cost of the experiment was $6 a 
minute, but the experimenters say they 
are amply repaid. 

Wile the train was rushing.through 
Girard, Pa. at 70 miles an hour, Fred- 
erick Sammis, chief engineer» of the 
Mar-oni wireless company, sent and re- 
ceived the first message that ever passed 
to. and ‘from a. fast re rgilroad 
train in this: coufftry. 

After a few trials ‘he got the wireless 
station in this city and then, while the

When Cavanagh found among the ef- 
fects of the syndicate the envelope bear- 
ing his name he learned why he had 
been unsuccessful in discovering the 
whereabouts of certain of the men who 
were concerned in the deal to take his 
money.

Two “Mikes” Are Pressing Claims 
to Recover Money Lost to Band 


The only ‘‘Mikes’’ (as all victims were 


known), who are pressing their cases 


against Maybray are Cavanagh and Bel- 
lew. They have been on the trail of 
the men whom they ausege swindled 
them ever since they lost thelr money. 

Bellew recently caused the arrest in 
New York of John R. Dobbins, whom he 
accuses of having steered him against 
the horse race, and brought him back 
to Council Bluffs. Cavanagh positively 
identified Maybray in jail here as whe 
man who engineered the wrestling 
match in New Orleans whereby he lost 
$37,000. Both are anxious to get even 
in some manner. Both have spent sev- 
eral thousand dollars in trailing the 
members of the parties who got their 
money. 

Bellew is aggrieved at Dobbins for get- 
ting him into the mess and then pub- 
lishing the fact of his loss in his home 
town. He has followed Dobbins re- 
lentliessly and when he found him tn 
New York spent a lot of money getting 
him back to the scene of the transfer of 
the money. 

Bellew Not a Betting Man. 

‘T am not. a betting man and I did 
not bet on any race,’’ said Bellew to 
the ‘Post-Dispatch correspondent. ‘““My 
money was just taken away from me: 
John R. Dobbins ran a drug store. in 





Princeton and I had known him and his 
wife for years. He had a credit .c- 


count at my store and when it got to 
be about $500 I pressed him for a settle- 
ment. He quit business and I saw little 
chance of getting my money, although 
I always believed him to be an honest 
man, 

“In October, 1908, he came to me and 
said he saw a way by which he could 
pay me and make a little money for 
himself. He said that three millionaire 
sports were going to have a horserace 
in Council Bluffs, and that it was a 
‘sure thing’ that the mare belonging to 
his friend, J. C. Gordon, would win. He 
said the race had been fixed and that 
he would get enough out of it to pay 
me. | 

“In ‘talking it over he said that they 
wanted a business man there to repre- 
sent them at the betting, -so as to give 
the outsiders confidence and asked me 
if I would go to Council Bluffs with 
him. 

“*You don’t need to bet or anything 
like that,’ he said to me. ‘Just be pres- 
ent at the race and when it is done and 
1 have cashed in my winftings I will pay 
you the $500 I owe you and pay your 
expenses, besides.’ 

“That looked all right to me and I 
went to Council Bluffs. There I met 
Maybray, as Gordon, and several other 
men who claimed to be _ millionaire 
sportsmen. They were betting large 
sums of money on the race, but no one 
tried to induce me to bet. 


Bellew’s $30,000 Experience With 
the Horse That Could Not Lose 


“A man by the name of George Wil- 
son, who was represented to be the pri- 
vate secretary of Gordon, was doing 
most of the betting for his party. They 
had plenty of money and Wilson was 
betting it over and over again, getting 
it from the stakeholder, who was one 
of their friends. I was assured that 
this was only because the little mare 
belonging to Gordon could not lose un- 
less the jeckey dropped dead. They had 
bet the same money so often that Wil- 
son came to me and said: ‘I’m afraid 
those fellows will get onto this pretty 
soon if we don’t get some fresh money. 
They’ll get wise to the denominations 
of these bills. Could yow! let me have 
about $25,000 or $30,000 for about an hour? 
I'll pay you 20 per cent for the use of 
it. As soon as the betting is over I'll 
hand it to you.’ 

“I told him I didn’t have it, but he 
urged me to get it at the bank, and to 
get big. bills. I saw no harm in. this. 
They had so much money that I 
thought it was safe, and I had implicit 
confidence in Dobbins, so I went to 
Omaha and drew $30,000. 

“Acting on Wilson's request I got 
$10,000 in thousand dollar bills, $10,000 in 
five hundreds, $5000 in hundreds and 
$5000 in bills of smaller denominations. 

“Wilson made a flash with this money 
and the betting went on. At last it 
came time for the race, which was to 
be a sprint of 60 yards. The little sor- 
rel mare looked fine and got away 
ahead of the horse. But just as we 
were about to yell in triumph our 
jockey tumbled out of his saddle to the 
track, 

‘We were horrified and rusked out to 
where he lay. Wilson took one look at 
him and grabbed me by the arm. ‘Get 
out of here as quick as you can,’ he 
said. ‘I will meet you in Kansas City 
tomorrow and pay you. If. We are

The way they 
worked it was this: Just before the 
jockey or racer went to work a 
Chicken, was killed and the blood 
from it was permitted to flow into 
the sausage skin, mixed with a lit- 
tle warm water. This was to pre- 
vent coagulation of the blood. The 
Sack was then sealed against the 
air, and, when the rider or fighter 
went to work, he slipped it into his 
mouth, 

“When the critical time gan:e, a1d 
the race or the fight was to be 
thrown and the ‘Mike double 
c1cssed, the jockey or fighter sank 
his teeth into the skinful of blood 
énd burst it. Then he all swed it to 
trickle out of the corner of his mouth 
and spurted it out of his nostrils 
While he acted the part of the dying 
man, 

“When I got to Kansas City I waited 
for Mr. Wilson to appear and hand me 
my $30,000. Dobbihs showed up and said 
Wilson would be along. He was going 
out to see his wife, and would be back. 
That was the last I saw of Dobbins 
until I had him arrested in New York, 
and I have never seen Wilson since. 
But I identified Maybray in jail here 
after his arrest as Mr. Gordon, one of 
the ‘millionaires’ who managed the 
race.”’ 

Friday Mr. Bellew went to the Coun- 
ty Jail and looked over the racehorses 
Stabled there together with a goat, a 
jockey and two cocker spaniels. He 
picked out at once the-little sorrel mare 
and the baldfaced stallion as the pair 
that raced in Counc!! Bluffs. 

When Cavanagh arrived here he found 
his envelope among those taken from 
Maybray’s effects, and learned just 
how he was “done.” He went to Ivav- 
enport yesterday to attach the safety 
deposit boxes which Warner and John- 
son shipped out of here last Tuesday, 
and which were supposed to contain 
$50,000 of the recent 
syndicate.

The actions of the band were freely 
discussed in Council Bluffs months ago, 
and newspaper articles telling of swin- 
dies were printed. No fear was shown 
by Maybray and his associates, how- 
ever, until they realized the postal au- 
thorities were on their trail. They then 
left Council Bluffs and went to Little 
tock, 

While ¢onducting his business in 
Council Bluffs, Maybray lived at one of 
the best apartment, houses when not at 
the Grand Hotel, He passed for a man 
of large affairs, who preferred at times 
the quiet of an apartment houge to a 
hotel. 4 

He used a big red automobile be- 
tween his apartments in Omaha and 
his office in Council Bluffs and this is 
probably the same machine in which 
the members of the band attempted to 
escape in Little Rock.

“Suter ran away with the. rest of 
them, and for a long time afterward 
thought the jockey had really been 
killed.

“I was greatly surprised when search. 
ing the effects of the gang after the 
arrest I found 88% envelopes in the beot- 
tom of Maybray’s trunk, each.contain- 
ing a record of a victim fleeced. These 
records were most complete, giving in 
detail how the game was worked in each 
particular case. 

“There are apparently about 300 
agents in all parts of the country. 
These steered in the victims and got a 
good per cent of the money. There 
were also pictures‘taken at the ring- 
side, showing members of the gang, the 
fighters and the victim. 


Only Three Got Away Unscathed. 

“In the records each’ victim was re- 
ferred to as ‘Mike.’ So far as these rec- 
ords show, only three ‘Mikes’ escaped 
after being induced te go to Council 
Biuffs."’ ; 

The victims who had the good for- 
tune to escape were J. F. McGannis of 
Brainerd, Minn., Frank Fosdick of Pu- 
eblo, Colo., and B. R. Shores of Blue 
Earth, Minn. According to the records 
McGannis was saved by his friends at 
home. He received a telegram calling 
him home on urgent business. He went, 
after sending a letter of apology and 
regret, and saying he intended to re- 
turn. Before he got away the police 
yarrested No. 21. Mike (McGannis) went 
with 15 to the police station. Both 
vouched for 21 and he was released. 

Fosdick, according to the records, be- 
came frightened and ran away before 
they got his money. Shores was also 
called home on business before the 
wrestling match took place. 


Banker Bellew’s Case. 

The records are practically the same 
in cases, an example being in the case 
of T. W. Bellew, the Princeton, Mo., 
banker. Bellew’s record read:

The Howe-Stifel machine overwhelm- 
ingly defeated Councilman F, Ernest 
Cramer, candidate for Mayor, in yes- 
terday’s Republican primaries. Cramer 
did not win a single delegation to the 





convention. 

Cramer may have friends enough in 
the Howe-Stifel delegations to get his 
name befote the convention, but it is 


conceded that he has no chance for 
the nomination. 
that won out in the primaries were put 
up and backed by the City Committee- 
men. The Cramer strength was sur- 
prisingly small in every ward, but it 
Was about what Howe predicted. 

After Chauncey Ives Filley took 
charge of Cramer’s campaign practical- 
ly all of the anti-Howe leaders desert- 
ed his cause. He expected that ex-Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sager, Judge Selden P. 
Spencer and John B. Owen would be 
active in his behalf, but they rendered 
him no substantial assistance. 


Refuse to Sign Returns, 
In the Twenty-sixth Ward the Cra- 


mer judges and clerks refused to sign 


the electfon returns. Sam Levi, a judge 
in the First District—the polling place 
was at 3868 Easton avenue—made a writ- 
ten statement to the Board of Election 
Commissieners, declaring that acts of 
intimidation were committed by the 
opposing faction. He said that leading 
questions were put to ignorant voters, 
that electioneering was carried on in- 
side the legal limits, and that deputy 
sheriffs armed with revolvers were sta- 
tioned at the polis, 

Joseph Hobbs, William \A. Froeck- 
mann and Louis W. Bader, judges and 
clerk of the Second District, refused to 
sign the returns for the same reason. 

Filley was deciSively defeated in his 
own ward—the Twenty-second—where 
he personally led the fight for @ramer. 
Judge Wilson A. Taylor of the Court 
of Criminal Correction headed _ the 
Howe delegation, and lined up the 
regular Republican forces against ‘“The 
Old Man,” who recently re-entered 
political life after long retirement. 

The vote was very light except in 
the Tenth and Twelfth Wards, where 
the contest between the Howe and the 
Cramer delegations was spirited. The 
Cramer delegations were defeated. 
Cramer lives in the Twelfth Ward and 
hexpected to carry it, but his delega- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 996 to 670.

Henry Kortiohn Jr.. member of the 
Republican City Committee from the 


Twelfth Ward, was appointed yesterday 
by Gov. Hadley as chairman of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, to 
succeed James Il. (‘artisle. 

Gov. Hadley’s action followed the re- 
ceipt of an opinion from Attorney-Gen- 
eral Major stating that Carlisle was 
holding office without authority, his 
term having expired when the Legis- 
lature convened Jan. €, 

Mr. Kortijohn is a law partner of his 
father, and lives at 2129A Sidney street. 

He said last night that he had re- 
ceived no personal notification from Gov. 
Hadley. His appointment is subject to 
confirmation by the State Senate. His 
Salary will be {3000 a year. 

He said that, until hearigg officially of 
his appointment, he could make no an- 
nouncement of his plans in connection 
,with the office. He declined to express an 
opinion on the question whether the reg- 
istration rolls needed extensive cleans- 
ing, and whether sweeping changes were 
likely to be made in the list of judges 
and clerks. The disclosures of clerical 
blunders made by the Painter-Gmelich 
contest has caused the belief that the 
Board might remove many of the pres- 
ent election officials of both parties. 

But for the discovery of the flaw in 
Carlisle’s tenure, Gov. Hadley would not 
have appointed his successor at this 
time. He announced recently that he in- 
tended to let the existing Board remain 
in office for the spring election, although 
it contained two Democrats and one Re- 
publican. He was forced to change this 
‘plan when it was found that Chairman 
Carlisle’s placé was legally vacant, and 
that a four years appointment must be 
made at once. 

Gov. Hadley gave out the following 
statement at Jefferson City yesterday: 

“So far as I am concerned, the ques- 
tion involved in this matter has been 
entirely a legal one. Had the _ At- 
torney-General decided that I had the 
right to submit to the Senate, for con- 
firmation, the vacation appointment of 
Mr.*Carlisle, for a term ending Jan. 15, 
1909, or until his successor was ap- 
pointed and qualified, I would have done 
SO. ; 

“As he has decided that I do not have 
that right, and as the appointment must 
bé made for a term of four years be- 
ginning Jan. 15, 1909, I have decided to 
appoint Mr. Henry Kortijohn Jr. as the 
Republican member of the board. 

“Mr. Sehnurmacher and Mr. Skinker, 
in accordance with my previously ex- 
pressed intention, will continue in of- 
fice until after the city election, at 
which time their successors will be ap- 
pointed, a Democrat being appointed 
as the successor of Mr. Skinker.”’

Two Wealthy Democrats were so anx- 
ious to see Circuit Judge Moses N.

“IT do not wish to give the names of 
the two men who called at my office 
one afternoon this week,’ Judge Sale 
said, “but they were wealthy men and 
well-known Democrats. 

““They told me they called in the hope 
of persuading me to accept the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Mayor, which, 
they said, they believed I could have 
if I would take it. 

Mayor’s Salary Too Small. 

“T at once told them I would not ac-) 
cept, for several reasons. One reason, 
[ said, was that the office did not pay 
enough. I said the salary of $6000 a 
year .was too small, and that I could 
not afford to leave the bench, or later 
forego my law practice, to become 
Mayor. 

“Then one of my visitors said that 
he had considered that phase of the 
matter; and was in a position to help 
overcome this objection of mine. ‘I 
am going to move out of my present 
residence soon,’ he said: ‘If you will 
accept the nomination, and are elected 
Mayor, I will give you the use of my 
heuse, rent free, for four years.

It would 
not look well for the private citizens 
to piece out an inadequate salary in 
this manner, and your motives and mine 
would be misunderstood.” 

Judge Sale is the only Democrat now 
on the circuit bench. He defeated 
Judge Zachritz four years ago last fall, 
when Republicans were chosen by large 
plyralities to the other vacant judge- 
ships. His second six-year term will 
end in 1910. His brother, the Rey. Sam- 
uel Sale, is rabbi of Temple Shaare 
Emeth.

Gov. Patterson’s testimony bore out 
the assertions which have been made 
that he knew on Nov. 9 last of the hat- 
red which Col. Cooper held for Senator 
Carmack, that he, with others, urged 
Cooper not to send a note to the Sena- 
tor—the note which Col. Cooper and 
his son have testified ‘could not have 
been misunderstood—and that he relied 
upon. Cooper’s brother-in-law, James C. 
Bradford, to establish peace between the 
Senator and the Colonel. 

The Governor bore out the statement 
of the defendants that it was he whe 
summoned Col. Cooper to the executive 
mansion on the afternoon of Nov. 9, 
thus supporting the contention of the 
defense that it was this summons which 
carried Cooper along the route which 
made him cross the course of Carmack 
through Seventh avenue. 


fen Contention Sustained. 
In other words, it sustained the con- 


tention of the defense that Col. Cooper 
had put aside any idea of trouble with 
Carmack, despite the threats of the 
night before, whic. had not been with- 
drawn, and that he never would have 
geen him on the afternoon of the irag- 
edy if it had not been for the Governor's 
summons taking him to that neighbor- 
hood. | 

When the Governor had his say today 
Attorney-General McCarn told him. to 
stand aside as if he had been no 
more than the most ordinary of wit- 
The implication carried by the 
Attorney-General’s declination to cross- 
unmistakable. Before 
court adjourned for the day, however, 
the Attorney-General gave notice that 
if the State should determine to cross- 
examine the Governor later it reserved 
the right. 

Gov. Patterson came to court protect- 
ed by a body-guard and dressed in the 
proverbial frock coat of the South. He 
wore a derby hat, however, in place of 
the slouch felt which should have gone 
with his attire. He lived up to his 
reputation of coldness. There was a 
slight trembling of his right hand as 
he lifted it to receive the oath. This 
and @ momentary pallor strange to his 
pale face were the only signs of ner- 
yousness displayed By him. 

Never Looked at Mra, Carmack. 

Never once did he look toward where

Did Not Anticipate Trouble. 
“Did you anticipate any trouble?” 
“No, sir, for the letetr the Colonel 

wrote was unsigned and in Mr. Brad- 
ford’s possession. 

“I was signing some bonds when At- 
torney Bradford phoned and said he had 
not séen the party we were speaking 
of, but that Gen. Tulley Brown and he 
had discussed the case and decided there 
was no danger of troWble. I expressed 
my satisfaction. A few minutes later I 
telephoned Bradford's office and asked 
Col. Cooper to come to the mansion 
within thirty minutes.’’

City Traffic Laws Are. 


Needed to Help Atitos cs 


The next important step forward in 
the progress of motoring affairs in this 
city, and also a regulation that will 
bring more regularity out of the pres- 
ent chaos in the streets of St. Louls, is 
a better street traffic erdinance that 
will systematically regulate the traffic 
of all manner of conveyances. On this 
subject W. C. Anderson, manayver of 
the branch of the Ford Motor Co., was 
interviewed and had the following to 
say: 

“Just previous to my coming to this 
city I was in the automobile business in 
Cleveland, O., where I had the agency 
for the Pieree Arrow. There we *hnad 
an ideal city ordinance ‘governing street 
traffic,s which is still in force today. 
This law compels the sjlower-moving 
and heavier vehicles to run along the 
curb and the faster and pleasure ve- 
hicles to run in the center of the street. 
There the Street Commissioner makes 
the street railway mpany’ keep in 
good repair the sienna bet Ween the, 
tracks and I2 inches on either side of 
the track. I notice that in St. Louis a 
zood part of the pavement thfat belongs 
to the street railway company to keep 
in repair goes withopt any attention. 
in some parts of the city the pavement 
insideg of the street raiiway tmacks is 
in a horrible and even dangérous shape, 
and I-am fully convinced that two- 
thirds of the automobile accidents that 
have been occurrimg are the results of 
the poor streets, making the driving of 
an automobile really dangerous.

others in the rear of him.” 


Before assuming charge of the Ford 
branch in thie city Mr. Anderson open- 
ed the first automobile factory branch 
in Chicago and also another in San 
Francisco. From his excellent expe- 
rience in the automobile business in 
some of the real live automobile towns 
of the country, he has gleaned many 
valuable points concerning motoring in 
all its phases.

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McChesney Won’t Discuss 
* Amendments in Sixteen- 
Acre Grant. 


ARBITRARY CUT OUT 





Maximum Switching Charge 
and Other Provisions 
Proposed. 





W. 8S. McChesney Jr., president of the 
Terminal Association, refused last night 
to discuss amendments to a bill in the 
City Council providing for a grant of 
16 acres in Mill Creek Valley to the 
Terminal Association. The amendments 
impose beneficial concessions to the city. 
These must be agreed to by the Ter- 


minal Association before the city , wil! 
vacate the land. 

When the amendments were read to 
Mr. McChesney by a Post-Dispatch re- 
Dorter he said: “I knéw nothing about 
them dnd prefer not to talk on the 
subject.’’ 

According to the amendments the Ter- 
minal Association,must establish a max- 
imum switching charge of $2 and ac- 
cépt mileage as the basis of rates for 
all freight and passengers to and from 
St. Louis. It must agree to permit other 
roads to operate trains over its tracks 
and submit to a regulation of its feés 
and service by a public utilities com- 
mission. Other conditions are payment 
of $400,000 for the construction of a via- 
duct at Compton avenue and the filing 
of a bond of $500,000 to guarantee com- 
pliance with the ordinance. 

vhe switching charge of $2 a car is to 
be the maximum for moving a car from 
any point in the city to another and is 
te include the delivery of the empty 
car. On all through freight and pas- 
senger traffic the charge shall be based 
on the mileage represented by the haul 
within the city limits. 

Free Bridge Stipulation. 

Instead of the arbitrary of 2 cents, a 
passenger now charged for crossing the 
Bads Bridge, the Terminal Association 
would be permitted to collect only a 
fare at the rate of two cents a mile for 


the distance traveled and freight rates | 


would be calculated the same way. 

Connections between the Terminal As- 
sociation’s tracks and the free bridge 
are authorized and there is a stipula- 
tion. that all the roads in the associa- 
tion and ali others shall have the privi- 
lege of using these connections “under 
such reasonable rules and regulations 
as may be adopted.” 

The acreage of streets wanted by the 
company is greatly reduced. by . the 
amendments and for the subway pro- 
pesed by the Terminal to be construct- 
ed at Compton avenue a viaduct is sub- 
stituted. 

Special Order for Bill, 

‘Ewing avenue and Theresa avenue 
are to remain as thoroughfares across 
- Mill Creek Valley and a part of Mont- 
rose avenue and all of Scott avenue 
and Bernard street and the alleys west 
ef Theresa avenue are to be excepted 
frem the vacation contemplated by the 
‘Perminal. 

Consideration of the amendments is 
te be made a special order Tuesday. It 
is expected that they will be adopted 
and the bill put on passage. 

Uniess the ordinance is accepted and 
bond given within 60 days after the or- 
dinance becomes operative the fran- 
chise will be void.

Harry B. Wallace Suggests

Members of the Yale Alumni Associa- 
tion of St. Louis, many of whom have

by President Hadley of Yale.

He excused 
himself, because of his lack of local 
knowledge, from expressing himself in 
regard to St. Louis politics. 
Opportunity This Spring. 
Mr. Wallace paid a tribute to ex-Gov. 
Folk in his talk on Yale and citizen- 
ship. “The awakening during the past 
two years is a high tribute to Folk,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Now, on the eve of our spring 
election, there is an opportunity for 
every Yale man to show his interest in 
citizenship by placing fitness of candi- 
dates above party affiliations.”’ 
Aside from what he said relative to 
what is actually going on at Yale, Presi- 
dent Hadley expressed in a sentence 
what he thinks the ideal method of 
teaching should be in a university. 
“Teach those things a student is not 
going to use by methods which he is go- 
ing to use,’’ was his expression. 
Gen. John W. Noble, the oldest alum- 
nus present, made an interesting talk on 
Yale men he has known. 

First in His Class, 
Attorney F. N. Judson, who stood first 
in his class, that of ‘66, was roundly 
cheered when President Hadley referred 
to the fact.

President Hadley will remain in St.

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Judge’s Amicus Curiae Breaks 
In on Default Cases 
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The default divorce suit of Mrs. Re- 
becca T. Moore, a daughter of Lewis B. 
Tebbetts, 10 North King’s highway, well- 
known church man and wealthy car- 
riage manufacturer, against Thomas A. 
Moore of Caicago, developed into a real 
battle in Judge Williams’ court yester- 
aay when the Judge and his amicus 
curiae, Eugene S. Wilson, took a hand 
in the proceedings. As a result the 
Court announced that there would be no 
decision in the case pending inquiry in 
regard to the question of collusion. 
Mrs. Moore not only had the testimony 
of her father and brother-in-law, Arthur 
P. DeCamp, in support of her evidence, 
but also that. of her husband, whose 
deposition was read. In it he admitted 
he deserted his wife Oct. 15, 1907. 
The fact that the Sheriff's return of 
service showed that the wyit had been 
served on the defendant the same day 
the suit was filed, Jan. 13, 1909, was the 
stumbling block in the case. Taking 
this as a clew to possible collusion, Mr. 
Wilson, who has been appointed as 
‘friend of the court’’ in all default 


gan a rigid inquiry, aided by the Judge. 
Came for Service, 

It developed from the testimony of A. 
S. Phillips, a young attorney and friend 
of Mr. Moore, that Mr. Tebbetts had 
called at his office a few days before 
the suit was filed with the information 
that Mrs. Moore would apply for a 
divorce. 

“I told Mr. Tebbetts,” said the at- 
torney, ‘‘that I knew Tom was anxious 
for a divorce, too, and probably would 
accept service. I sent a telegram to him 
and he came from Chicago to be served. 
Upon arrival here he went te the Sher- 
iff’s office, where the writ was handed 
to him shortly after the suit was 
brought.”’ 

Both Mrs. Moore and her father tes- 
tified they did not know that Moore was 
in town at the time. The matter was 
arranged by Attorney Phillips, who had 
represented Moore in bankruptcy pre- 
ceedings in 1907.- Phillips said he was 
asked by Moore to look after his inter- 
eats in the case. ‘“‘I declined to do so be- 
cause I had been consulted by the other 
side previously,’’ the attorney stated. 

Mrs. Moore, on direct examination 
conducted by her attorney, confined her 
testimony to the simple allegation of 
desertion. The amicus curiae drew out 
the fact that on the night before Moore 
left there was a conference attended 
by. Mr. and Mrs. Moore, her father, and 
Mr. DeCamp. As a result of tire con- 
ference it was understood Moore was to 
leave. Mrs. Moore testified her husband 
admitted that he had been unduly sus- 
picious and jealous relative te her ac- 
tions. 

Denies Husband Was Paid. 

She denied that her husband was 
paid by her father to leaye. She ex- 
plained it was impossible for her and 
her husband te live happily together. 
‘He was genérally suspicious of me 
and so jealous that I could not look at 
a man or boy,” she declared. 

The Meores were married Aprfi 27, 
1895, and lived the last two years they 
were together at the former home of 
her father at 8700 Lindell boulevard, 
now the home of A, H. Handlan, father 
of Mrs. William J. Lemp Jr. Moore 
was tn the lumber business in St. Louis 
until he faflled in 1907.

Fireworks on the Waite House lot the 


night of March 4 promise to compensate 
the visitors for all the trouble of com- 
ing and for some of the money they 
will have to spend.

The Star Spangled Banner will be 
unfurled 1000 feet in the air and the Iet- 
ters T-A-F-T will appear'on it in five. 

There will be a pillar of fire 100 feet 
high, which will give, while it burns, 
a daylight effect to the city and country 
for several miles around. 

The program will include 1000 rockets, 
500 “lightning batteries,’’ 600 colored 
lights, two tons of colored fire, 50 bal- 
loons, 10,000 candle fireworks and 750 
bombs, ranging from 12 to 60 inches. 

The exhibition of fireworks‘ will begin 
promptly at 7:30 p. m.

‘The President wishes it to be dis- 
tinetly understood that the navy 
regulations were not changed or 
amended in order to enable him to 
appoint Commander Sims, late in- 
spector of target practice, to com- 
mand the battleship Minnesota. 

“The President simply desires be- 
fore leaving office to make practi- 
cal recognition of Commander Sims’ 
really invaluable services during the 
past seven years in building up a 
system of gunnery in the United 
States navy which has won for our 
seamen an unique and enviable rep- 
utation marksmen which has 
made possibie a rapidity of hitting 
at long range hitherto undreami of, 
and which in every essential! that ob- 
tains for success in time of war 
has enormously increased our fight- 
ing efficiency as a sea pow*r. 

Made Us Rapid Hitters. 

I am informed. by officers’ in 
whose judgment I have confidence, 
including Admiral Wainwright, that 
our fighting power is now at least 
five times greater than it was before 
our training was improved by Com- 
mander Sims’ methods. Within the 
last year alone our rapidity of hit- 
ting increased more than 100 per 
cent. . 

In addition to this, his specialty,

She has the grit of a soldier and the wit and 
ingenuity of Ulysses.

TRAVELER in Eastern lands 
A tells the following little story 

of the Chinese and their most 
unique pigeon whistles. 

“One of the most curious expres- 
sions of emotional life in China is 
the application of whistles to a flock 
of pigeons. These whistles, very light, 
weighing hardly a few grams, are 
attached to the tails of young pigeons 
soon after their birth, by means of @ 
fine copper wire, so that when the 
birds fly the wind will biow through 
ra whistles and set them 
thus producing an open concert, 
for the instruments ta see aan the 
same flock are all tuned qifferently. 
On a serene day in Peking, wher 
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whistles: 





these instruments are manufactured 
with great cleverness and ingenuity, 
it is possible to enjoy this aerial 
music while sitting in one’s room. 
“There, are two distinct types of 
hose consisting of bamboo 
tubes placed side by side, and a type 
placed on the principle of tubes at- 
tached to a gourd body or wind chest. 
They are lacquered in yellow, brown, 
red and black to protect the material 
from destructive influences of the at- 
mosphere. The tube whistles have 
either two, three or five tubes. In 
some specimens the five tubes are 
made of ox horn instead of bamboo.

; ' Nobody could misunderstand ex- 
pressions like this. Even the dullest 
of His hearers instantly grasped His 
meaning when He said that the Di- 
vine Truth fell upon an unbeliever 
like the gentle rain from Heaven and 
that His soul then became “like unto 
a watered garden.” 

But from an economic point of view 
the recent study of farm animals in 
the Bible has been most instructive. 
It shows that compared with the lot 
of the Southwestern farmer today, 
that of the agriculturist in Biblical 
times was a most unenviable one. 

The Biblical farmer developed his 
livestock by the most wasteful meth- 
ods and even then appears to have 
been cheated out of the just rewards 
of his industry. He knew little or 
nothing about breeding and about the 
proper care of animals, and about the 
preservation of food for them, and, on 
the other hand, there were no market 
quotations, so that he was at the 
mercy of the nearest butcher to whom 
he desired to sell. 

It also appears that while the price 
of animal food has fallen since Bib- 
lical times, yet the rewards of the 
farmer have increased. One of the 
causes of this has been the develop-

of the world for animal farm prod- 
ucts so that the farmer of today 
knows exactly the demand for his la- 
bor and the price in gold for which 
he can sell his products. This was al- 
together unknown to _ the Biblical 
farmer. He was at the mercy of the 
elements as well as of, the grasping 
usurers and butchers of his day. 

The number of farm animals has 
enormously increased since Biblical 
times. A flock of 100 sheep was 
notable then, as witness Christ’s par- 
able of the ‘‘Ninety and Nine.” A 
flock of 10,000 sheep is not uncommon 
today. 

Many parts of Holy Writ indicate 
that a farmer’s wealth was frequently 
estimated by the extent of his flocks 
and herds, rather than by the extent 
of his acres. A herd of cattle in those 
days was insignificant in numberg 
compared with a herd of cattle in 
Texas today. 

If a Biblical farmer had 100 pigs 
it was noteworthy. Many farmers 
Missouri today have thousands 
pigs. 

A remarkable value attached 
these Biblical animals. The loss 
one sheep from a flock was a most 
serious matter. The killing of a 
beef was a very important’ event. 
When the father of the Prodigal Son 
killed the fatted calf upon the return 
of that individual it was cited not 
so much as an instance of extrava- 
gance as an illustration of the utmost 
limit to which generosity and forgive- 
hess could go. 

Though the first Hebrews 
cattlemen and sheep herders’ and 
clung pertinaciously for centuries to 
pastoral life in preference to agricul- 
tural, and although they constantly 
enjoyed, according to the Scriptures, 
the tuition and guidance of Jehovah, 
yet they were but as infants in 
knowledge of their profession when 
compared with the ranchmen of the 
West and Southwest today. 


They were absolutely ignorant of 
the principles of breeding for the im- 
provement of stock, they were in ter- 
ror of the wild cattle which ranged 
the plains east of Jordan, their kine 
were’ domesticated not primarily for 
their flesh but for plowing, thresh- 
ing and hauling, and refrigeration 
and pickling were unknown. 


“SHEPHERD” PROUD TITLE. 


In the West, “sheepman,” as op- 
posed to ‘“‘cow puncher,” has been a 
term of opprobrium because the do- 
cility of the former’s flocks left uo 
element of danger in his occupation. 
In Bible times, however, “shepherd” 
was for centuries a term of nobility, 
fit to be applied to kings and, by the 
Psalmist, to God himself. It is sig- 
nificant that the term ‘“cattlemen’”’ 
ovcurs but once in the Bible, when 
the prophet Amos says: “I was an 
herdman.” Christ did not disdain tc 
be known as “The Good Shepherd.” 


Though the descendants of the no- 
mad, Abraham, possessed cattle, yet 
their chief holdings were in sheep 
and goats, because of their superivr 
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They gaped upon me with their 
mouths, as a ravaging and roaring 
lion.” 

The bolder American cowboy, on 
his mustang, with revolvers and las- 
so, even though h'‘s cattle were fran- 
tically milling about him, would not 
think of likening them to ravenous 
lions. 

The Biblical “sheepmen” and goat- 
herds had a real affection for their 
flocks. 

“And the sheep hear his voice,” 
says John the Apostle, “and he call- 
eth his sheep by name, and leadeth

them out. And when he putteth forth 
his own sheep, he goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow him; for they 
know his voice.” 

Or, in the words of Nathan's para- 
ble: “But the poor man had noth- 
ing save one little ewe lamb, which 
he had bought and nour!shed up; and 
it grew up together with him, and 


with his children; it did eat of his 


own meat, and drank of his own cup, 
and ley in his bosom, was unto 
him as a daughter.” 
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Richamen and their daughters 
thought it not beneath them to herd 
sheep. “Now the priest of Midian 
had seven daughters; and they came 
and drew water, and (ffilled’ the 
troughs to water their father’s flock. 
And the shepherds came up and drove 
them away, but Moses stood up and 
helped them, and watered their 
flock.”” In another place, ‘Rachel 
came with her fa‘her’s sheep; for 
she kept them.’ The name “Rachel,” 
indeed, means ‘“‘ewe lamb.” 

Another cause of the Israelites’ 
preference for sheep and goats was 
the difficulty in finding sufficient 
water for larger cattle, save in well- 
watered places, such as the valley of 
Jordan. The importance of watering 
places was such that one digging a 
well thereby came into possession of 
the. adjacent pastures, and many 
battles were waged around the wells 
between the shepherds. Property in 
water was more important than 
property in land, und the liquid was 
sold for money. 

Beside the wells troughs were built, 
and the shepherd’s hardest work was 
drawing water from the wells and 
filling the troughs so that his sheep 
could drink. 

SHEPHERD MUSICIANS. 


In the earliest times the shepherd, 
clad in his burnus, and carrying a 
staff and sling for defense, passed 
the night in the open air, keeping 
watch over his flock. Later, sheep- 
folds were built, consisting of walls 
of stones, or of stakes driven into the 
ground. In the midst a tower of 
stones put together without mortar 
was erected, both as a place of shelter 
for the herder and as a vantage point 
to keep a lookout for thieves and 
wild beasts. 

The shepherd lightened his vigils 
by playing musical instruments, such 
as the reed and the harp, and by the 
company of his sheepdog, which is 
mentioned by Job. “But now they 
that are younger than I have me ir 
derision, whose fathers I would have 
disdained to set with the dogs of my 
flock.” 

The danger from wild beasts and 
robbers was very real. In this school 
of peril David acquired the spirit 
which made him a “mighty valiant 
_ of war” and the slayer of Go- 
liath. 

“And David said unte Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and 
there came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the flock: And I 
went out after him, and smote Sim, 
and delivered it out of his = 
and when he arose against me, I 
caught him by his beard, and smote 
him, and slew him.” 

Isalah’s figure of speech fs corrob- 
orative: 

“Like as the lion and the young 
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lion roaring on his prey, when a mul- 
titude of shepherds is called forth 
against him, he will not be afraid of 
their voice, nor abase himself fur 
the noise of them.”’ 

Nomadic marauders were constant- 
ly lying in wait to fall upon. the 
flocks, kill the shepherds and steal 
the cattle. “And there came a mes- 
senger unto Job,” the poem reads, 
“and said, The oxen were plowing, 
and the asses feeding beside them: 
and the Sabeans fell upon them and 
took them away; yea, ghey have slain 
the servants with thé edge of the 
sword; and | only am escaped alone 
to tell thee.” 

Modern cattle judging, on the point 
system, and breeding to improve the 
stock were unknown, so far as we 
know from Biblical evidence. The 
ruse by which Jacob got the advan- 
tage of his father-in-law had not the 
aim of bettering the breed but of con- 
trolling the color of the sheep and 
goats. The sheep and goats supplied 
the shepherd’s dwelling, his clothing 
and his food, consisting mainly of 


est men. 

Hay and oats were unknown. Apart 
from the ordinary herbage, the cattle 
were fed chopped straw, mixed fod- 
der and grain mashes, mixed with 
salt or alkaline herbs. When it was 
desired to fatten an animal, it was 
withdrawn from the herd and penned 
in a stable, where it was fed from 
a manger or crib. 

Cattle were chiefly slaughtered and 
eaten when sacerdotal hecatombs 
were offered up. When Solomon ded- 
icated the temple, he made a sacrifice 
of peace offerings so numerous that 
one sacred writer declares them in- 
numerable, and another computes 
them at 22,000 oxen and 120,000 sheep. 

King Hezekiah, consecrating the 
people after one of their chronic 
lapses into idolatry, sacrificed 600 
oxen and 3000 sheep. After the sac- 
rifice portions of the meat were dis- 
tributed to the people and eaten. 

All the plowing was performed with 
oxen and asses, and the grain was 
threshed by the tread of the oxens’ 
hoofs, in which operation the ox was 
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master’s staff. “The flocks shall pass 
under the hand of him that telleth 
them,” says Jeremiah. On his re- 
turn the sheep were counted again 
in the game manner, and if any were 
lacking in the tale, the shepherd had 
to make the loss good, unless he 
could prove they were lost through 
no fault of his. 

The excitement stirred up by the 
disappearance of a sheep from the 
flock and the joy over its restoration 
are described in Christ’s parable. 

“What man of you,” said the Sa- 
vior, “having a hundred sheep, if he 
lose one of them, doth not leave the 
ninety and nine in the wilderness, 
and go after the one which is lost, 
until he find it? 

“And when he hath found it, he 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 
And when he cometh home, he calleth 
together his friends and neighbors, 
saying unto them, Rejoice with me: 
th found my sheep which was 
ost.

HE charm is broken. The fetish 
has failed. Sidney ©. Love, the 
‘luckiest man on earth” is out. 

He has risen from his seat at the 
big gaming table which has one end 
in Wall street, New York, and the 
other in La Salle street, Chicago. The 
game goes merrily on and the grim- 
faced players who survive are scarce- 
ly conscious, in their preoccupation, 
that Sidney Love bas tossed his last 
hand into the discards and departed. 

Only “Judge’’ W. H. Moore, mag- 
nate of Diamond Match, is keen! 
aware of the departure. And.wel 
might he be. Love’s “stack,” which 
is now distributed around the table, 
cost, it is said, $2,500,000. 

“High finance’ is a term for the 
transactions that drove Love to cover. 
He has yet to deny that he lost $2,- 
000,000 of bonds. Moore himself has 
refused to deny it. Love is in se- 
clusion with. his wife, the former 
Marjorie Burnes, a Missouri girl, who 
has been called by Sir Philip Burne- 
Jones, the great British artist, “the 
most beautiful woman in the world.” 

When Love's office closed it was 
the finish of a flying career which 
made of a clerk in a railroad office, 
within ten years, a millionaire, a so- 
cial lion at Newport and a figure of 
some proportions on Wall street. The 
whole world had envied him. - 

His marvelous luck in every affair 
of human life had become proverbial. 
When it went wrong he was left shiv- 
ering in the cold, sans fortune, sans 
social position and with charges of 
having disappointed the friendship of 
the man who did most to make him. 

Only one word, a generalism which 
conveys to the mind a’ conjunction 
of varied qualities, can tell the story 
of Love’s rise and the secret of his 
success while it lasted: 

Personality. 

Only one word in answer can ex- 
press the reason of his surprising 
failure, and it is a word with which 
the American people are too familiar 
in the annals of financiers who have 
gone to ruin: 

Speculation. 

ALWAYS WAS A FAVORITE. 


There always was that about young 
Love which made him a #7 favorite 
among men and women.

Love quit the game as he had 
played it, with bravado. He gave it 
out in person that he had made 
enough money—that he was tired of 
business, and that he intended to 
devote the remainder of his life to 
travel and pleasure and all the en- 
joyments that the world holds forth 
to a man who has no end of money 
and a natural aptitude for spend- 
ing it. 

This little narrative was received 
rather cynically by a number of 
knowing ones, who for months had 
believed that Mr. Love had developed 
a wonderful genius for guessing 
wrong. It was pretty hard to hide 
his losses, despite his reticence on 
that subject, because the men who 
had won what he had lost were not 
so silent. 

Then came a denouement that Love 
had dropped some $2,000,806 or $3,- 
000,000 more than he owned, and 
everybody turned to Moore, 

Moore was not talkative and so 
the world set it down as a wonderful 
instance of magnanimity and eonclud- 
ed that Moore had _ delivered the 
aforesaid huge amount to make good 
shortages that his favorite and pro- 
tege had lost. Moore was painted as 
a full-fledged philanthropist, the por- 
trait being surmounted with a halo of 
self-denying brotherhood. 

Moore did, it is declared, finance 
Love’s speculations in wheat and tin 
plate and Southern Pacific and other 
market commodities. 

When he found out that some m:‘}- 
lions in bonds were not forthcoming, 
he strove to keep the facts from the 
public. In this he had the cO0-oper- 
ation of Mr. Love. 

Moore was not exacily charmed io 
pocket his losses. But he shrunk. 
it is believed, at making a spectacle 
of himself before the other monarchs 
of the financial world, who, in the 
language of the bull and the bear. 
would smile at him for being “stung” 
and laugh aloud if he “hollered.” 


UP AGAINST JIM PATTEN. 


Most of the money that Love lost 
went into speculation on the w 
end of the stock market, though 
“Jim” Patten's wheat corner made a 
deep cut into his resources as well. 
During the last 10 months he was 
persistently wrong on the trend of 
all the commodities in which he dealt. 
He was a bear when everything was 
bulling. He and his followers could 
not explain to their own satisfaction 
that crawling, steady rise since last 
June, and-they evolved the theory 
that things must fall again. 

The beginning of the bull move- 
ment found him short in stocks and 
in an effort to make up the loss 
thereby he got short in wheat when 


that grain leaped up above the dol- 
lar mark as Patten’ snapped his 
fingers. 

He was short Southern Pacific 
when that stack was at 108. He was 
still short Southern Pacific when it 
sold at. 120. 

Daniel G. Reid, the tin plate mil- 
lionaire and Moore’s former partner, 
himself was short for a long time.

They fought 
all the way up, buying at a loss stocks 
which they had sold only to put 
out more short lines and suffer more 
losses.

The 
market continued to rise and Love 
became involved deeper and deeper. 
So said the curb. 

Only in the last two weeks before 
he quit ‘change did Love turn from a 
buyer to a seller, and this, it is now 
believed, was to cover his short lines 
so that he could retire. It took some 
$400,000 to settle these transactions. 


Expensive living also contributed to 
Love’s financial downfall. It costs 
a great deal to travel in the set of 
which he was a member, and he 
traveled as rapidly as anyone did. 
That was in accord with the quality 
which had always been associated 
with him in the minds of these most

ONE OF OLD-TIME “RANTERS.,” 


There is John D. Griffith, for in- 
stance. New York, Chicago, St. Louis, 
not even Kansas City, probably ever 
heard of him. Although he once 
played Topeka, it was too large a 
town for him and the people could 
not be enticed to go and hear him. 

But on the kerosene circuit the 
name of John OD..Griffith, “The 
Greatest Shakspearean Actor,” assures 
a big audience in the opera house over 
the livery stable, In towns like Mc- 
Cracken, Kan.; Valley, Neb.; Hondo, 
Tex.; Erick, Ok., and Vail, Io., Grif- 
fith is regarded with the same awe 
and reverence as was Booth and Bar- 
rett and John McCullough in the -larg- 
er cities 

Griffith is a large man, with long 
hair and a prominent nose that is 
hooked like the beak of an eagle, and 
his voice is of tremendous depth and 
power. His critics, inspired no doubt 
by jealousy of his great histrionic 
powers, have said that he bellows like 
a bull and that he is one of the last 
of the old-time ‘ 4 

But it wouldn't to say that in 
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Farmersville, Tex., where Griffith 
played Macbeth recently, a report of 
which was sent by the manager of 
the opera house to the Opera House 
Reporter, the official] paper of the 
kerosene circuit. This report said: 

“Patrons of our opera house have 
had a rare treat, of which I wish to 
tell the readers of the Reporter. It 
was John D. Griffith in Macbeth. 

“To say that he made good is put- 
ting it mildly, for he placed the stan- 
dard of excellence a notch higher 
than it ever was before. I sometimes 
doubt if it pays house managers in 
the smaller towns to put on such great 
actors, as patrons expect al] others to 
redch their standard, and when they 
do not do so there is a cry of ‘bum!’ 

“There is some pleasure in running 
an opera house when you can get such 
actors as Mr. Griffith. He is a fine 
man to do business with and he can 
have a return date here any time he 
wants it, and he will be greeted with 
another full house, too. House man- 
agers should boost Mr. Griffith, as he 
is without doubt the greatest living 
tragedian today.” 

Arthur Kane, manager of Craw- 
ford's Film Exchange of St. Louis, 
tells a story of when he was Manager 
of a theater in Tope*a, Kan. They 
had an open date and as Mr. Griffith's 
agent had been besieging him for a 
booking, Kane booked him for two 
nights. : 

Griffith played “Faust” and the 
first night the price was put down to 
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25 cents for any seat in the house. 
There was a fair audience, but one dose 
of Mr. Griffith’s Faust was enough 
for Topeka, and the second night he 
played to empty benches. After the 
show that night Mr. Griffith, yet 
pompous as ever after his failure to 
“make good” in a larger town, came 
into the theater office a said, as 
he waved his hand with a kingly ges- 
ture: 

“Never again, never again.” 

“What is it, Mr, Griffith?’ asked 
Mr. Kane. 

“Never again shall I play a house 
that uses electric lights and strong 
calciums. ‘It ruins my eyesight, sir. 
Why, sir, if I should play Broadway, 
as I have been importuned many times 
to do, I should be blind in a, year. 
Yes, sir, blind as a bat. That ig why 
I shun the cities. th, 

“Let Morrison play the cities if he 
wishes to. I am greater than he, but 
my eyesight keeps me to the stages 
of the smaller towns,:where kerosene 
lamps are used. Kerosene is a softer 
light and I can stand it. But no more 
electric lights for me.” 

Another actor who is great in 
Shakspearean roles on the kerosene 
circuit is Charles B. Hanford. The 
best critics declare that he is really 
a great actor. He formerly played 
the Brutus of Booth and the Cassius 
of Barrett and if he wished he might 
be playing the big cities. But he 
finds fortune in the smaller cities of 
from 5000 to 30,000 population. and he 
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confines himself to them. His Lome 
ig in Washington, D. C., and he is 
wealthy. 

HOW ROUTES ARE MADE UP. 


A great actress on the kerosene 
circuit is Miss Nana Sullivan. She 
has been leading lady for the Frank 
E. Long Comedy Company for many 
years and her name is a household 
word in all the smaller towns west 
of the Mississippi River from the 
Canadian line south to the gulf. And 
yet her name upon a theatrical poster 
in St. Lou's, Kansas City or Chicago 
would probably not bring a dollar into 
the box office. 

The great majority of the atrac- 
tions that play the kerosene circuit lay 
out their own routes by corresponding 
with the owners of the opera houses. 
The manager of a company, during 
the summer vacation, will write to 
the managers Of opera houses asking 
for dates and arranging them so that 
he can play a different town each 
night and not have to jump too far 
from one town to another. 

One thing demanded by the actor 
is that his dates must be “protected,” 
that is, the manager of the opera 
house must not book another com- 
pany for the same week that he is to 
show there. Another thing the actor 
wishes is that the opera house have a 
piano. 

Having arranged an itinerary of 
towns that will keep him on the road 
for the season, and having been as- 
sured of “protection,” the manager 
starts out at the beginning of the 
season. 

He has an advance agent, who goes 
to the town ahead of the show and 
sees that the “paper” is put up and 
that the opera house will be ready on 
the appointed date, and that tne “pro- 
tection” agreed on has been given. 

If the agent finds that another 
show has been too close ahead of him 
in that town and if he judges that 
this will make business bad, it is on 
easy matter to cancel that date and 
have the show go to another town 
where competition is not so keen.

that the lamps are (filled and 
trimmed. Very often the manager 
of the opera house, who is busy run- 
ning a store or an undertaking and 
livery place, forgets all about this 
unless the manager of the show re- 
ninds him of it. 

There is generally a street parade 
at noon, while the children are on 
their way from school. If it is a 
“Rube” show (and they are very 
popular on the kerosene circuit) the 
Hayseed band gives a parade, each 
member dressed in exaggerated farm- 
er costume and carrying pitchforks 
and hoes. This is always a great hit. 

An attractive feature is to have a 
tramp character in the show and at 
noon have him go out on the village 
street on an old bicycle and amuse 
the townfolks with funny antics. 

The street parade is a great feature 
of the minstrel companies, of which 
there are many on the Ferosene cir- 
cuit. There are Richard’s and Prin- 
gle’s Minstrels, Ward’s Minstrels, 
Mahara’s Minstrels, Dandy Dixie 
Minstrels, Hi. Henry’s Minstrels, 
Roscoe and Holland’s Minstrels, and 
several others that are well known 
in every smal] town in the West and 
play them-every year. 

One of the best-known actors on 
the kerosene circuit for years was 
Charles L. Davis, who played “Alvin 
Joslin.” Mr. Davis advertised that 
hé owned more diamonds than any 
other man in America, and a feature 
of his arrival in a town was the ex- 
hibit of his diamonds, which he al- 
ways made in the show window of 
the leading store. They were accom- 
panied by a placard which stated that 
Mr. Davis would wear them on the 
stage in one act of his show at the 
opera house that night. 

Davis made so much money on the 
kerosene circuit, more through the at- 
tractive sparkle of his diamonds ‘han 
the cleverness of his acting, that he 
retired a few years ago and built the 
Alvin Opera House in Pittsburg, Pa., 
one of the largest, most beautiful the- 
aters in America. His play, “Alvin 
Joslin,” 's yet touring the kerosene 
circuit. It was in Kansas last month, 
but without the diamond feature.

The theatrical companies who play 
these towns are known as “barn- 
etormers,” but this word is used 
chiefly by actors in better luck as a 
term cf derision. 

There are thousands of these “tank 
towns” on the “kerosene circuit” and 
there are many thousands of actors 
who play them. There are actors and 
theatrical companies who have been 
playing the “kerosene circuit” for 
years and years and they are as well 
known there and as popular among 
the country folk, and their reputation 
for greatness is as secure as is that 
of any of the.really great actors in 
the large cities. 


ONE OF OLD-TIME “RANTERS.” 


There is John D. Griffith, for in- 
stance. New York, Chicago, St. Louis, 
not even Kansas City, probably ever 
heard of him. Although he once 
played Topeka; it was too large a 
town for him and the people could 
not be enticed to go and hear him. 

But on the kerosene circuit the 
name of John OD. Griffith, “The 
Greatest Shakspearean Actor,” assures 
a big audience in the opera house over 
the livery stable, In towng like Mc- 
Cracken, Kan.; Valley, Neb.; Hondo, 
Tex.; Erick, Ok., and Vail, Io., Grif- 
fith is regarded with the same awe 
and reverence as was Booth and Bar- 
rett and John McCullough in the larg- 
er cities 

Griffith is a large man, with long 
hair and a prominent nose that is 
hooked like the beak of an eagle, and 
his voice is of tremendous depth and 
power. His critics, inspired no doubt 
by jealousy of his great ic 
powers, have said that he bellows li 
one of the last 


ters. 
But it wouldn't do to say that in 
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Farmersville, Tex., where Griffith 
played Macbeth recently, a report of 
which was sent by the manager of 
the opera house to the Opera House 
Reporter, the official] paper of the 
kerosene circuit. This report said: 

“Patrons of our opera house have 
had a rare treat, of which I wish to 
tell the readers of the Reporter. It 
was John D. Griffith in Macbeth. 

“To say that he made good is put- 
ting it mildly, for he placed the stan- 
dard~of excellence a notch higher 
than it ever was before. I sometimes 
doubt if it pays house managers in 
the smaller towns to put on such great 
actors, as patrons expect all others to 
redch their standard, and when they 
do not do so there is a cry of ‘bum!’ 

“There is some pleasure in running 
an opera house when you can get such 
actors as Mr. Griffith. He is a fine 
man to do business with and he can 
have a return date here any time he 
wants it, and he will be greeted with 
another full house, too. House man- 
agers should boost Mr. Griffith, as he 
is without doubt the greatest living 
tragedian today.” 

Arthur Kane, manager of Craw- 
ford’s Film change of .St. Louis, 
tells a story of when he was Manager 
of a theater in Tope*a, Kan. They 
had an open date and as Mr. Griffith’s 
agent had been besieging him for a 
booking, Kane booked him for two 
nights. . 

Griffith played “Faust” and the 
first night the price was put down to 
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25 cents for any seat in the house. 
There was a fair audience, but one dose 
of Mr. Griffith’s Faust was enouzh 
for Topeka, and the second night he 
played to empty benches. After the 
show that night Mr. Griffith, yet 
pompous as ever after his failure to 
“make good” in a larger town, came 
into the theater office and said, as 
he waved his hand with a kingly ges- 
ture: 

“Never again, never again.” 

“What is it, Mr. Griffith?’ asked 
Mr. Kane. 

“Never again shall I play a house 
that uses electric lights and strong 
calciums. It ruins my eyesight, sir. 
Why, sir, if I should play Broadway, 
as I have been importuned many times 
to do, I should be blind in a, year. 
Yes, sir, blind as a bat. That is why 
I shun the cities. 

“Let Morrison play the cities if he 
wishes to. I am greater than he, but 
my eyesight keeps me to the stages 
of the smaller towns,:-where kerosene 
lamps are used. Kerosene is a softer 
light and I can stand it. But no more 
electric lights for me.” 

Another actor who is great in 
Shakspearean roles on the kerosene 
circuit is Charles B: Hanford. The 
best critics declare that he is really 
a great actor. He formerly played 
the Brutus of Booth and the Cassius 
of Barrett and if he wished he might 
be playing the big cities. But he 
finds fortune in the smaller cities of 
from 5000 to 30,000 population. and he 
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confines Himself to them. His Lome 
ig in Washington, D. C., and he is 
wealthy. ~ 

HOW ROUTES ARE MADE UP. 

A great actress on the kerosene 
circuit is Miss Nana Sullivan. She 
has been leading lady for the Frank 
E. Long Comedy Company for many 
years and her name is a household 
word in all the smaller towns west 
of the Mississippi River from the 
Canadian line south to the gulf. And 
yet her Dame upon a theatrical poster 
in St. Lou's, Kansas City or Chicago 
would probably not bring a dollar into 
the box office. 

The great majority of the attrac- 
tions that play the kerosene circuit lay 
out their own routes by corresponding 
with the owners of the opera houses. 
The manager of a company, during 
the summer vacation, will write to 
the managers Of opera houses asking 
for dates and arranging them so that 
he can play a different town each 
night and not have to jump too far 
from one town to another. 

One thing demanded by the actor 
is that his dates must be “protected,” 
that is, the manager of the opera 
house must not book another com- 
pany for the same week that he is to 
show there. Another thing the actor 
wishes is that the opera house have a 
piano. 

Having arranged an itinerary of 
towns that will keep him on the road 
for the season, and having been as- 
gured of “protection,” the manager 
starts out at the beginning of the 
season. 

He has an advance agent, who goes 
to the town ahead of the show and 
sees that the “paper” is put "up and 
that the opera house wil] ve ready on 
the appointed date, and that the “pro- 
tection” agreed on has been given.

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solute and complete as a servant to 
his master, but ‘as it is fit in the 
Lord.’ It is woman’s solemn duty fo 
God to marry no man whom she can- 
not reverence and whom she is not 
willing to obey in the Lord, 

“I know these are old-fashioned 
doctrines and old-fashioned virtues. [ 
know that much of the teaching of 
this age is to reverence nothing and 
obey nobody, and this is called prog- 
ress. 

“This must all be changed, and that 
speedily, if our society is not to crum- 
ble from the ruin of that foundation 
of all earthly good—the home. The 
great number of divorces in the Unit- 
ed St-tes is not due to marrying orig- 
inally without love, but to marrying 
without reverence and a willingness 
to obey the husbands. Girls must be 
taught not to think, for 82 momen of 
marrying men whose characters 

cannot revere, and whom they are 
not willing to obey, And boys must 
be taught that they cannot hope for 
noble wives unless they sTOW up with 


characters worthy of reverence. 

“The ideal marriage ig one in which 
the wife loves, reveres and will cheer- 
fully obey in the Lord. her husband. 
That is the lot I hope God will grant 
to every maiden. 

‘Obey’ should be put tn every mar- 
riage ceremony. An officer of the law 
or a minister who refugeg to-make & 
woman promise to obey yer husband 
should not be permitted to perform 
the marriage ceremony. ‘ 

“The foolish fad of leaving out the 
scriptural injunction to ‘obey’ is saP- 
ping the nation’s life’ and is doing 
more to destroy homes than the #@- 
loon. 

“The progress of women is not 
helped one iota by public meetings 
and congresses discussing ‘women’s 
rights.” Woman has no rights, ©x- 
cept those God gave her. The women 
who denounce ‘obey’ in the marriage 
ceremony hinder every progres® of 
women.” | 

At the opposite pole of the

Mrs. Pickert. 

“I will marry no couple,” he says, 
“who insist upon the retention of 
‘obey,’ that relic of barbarism, in the 
ceremony. If the bride wishes _ to 
pledge herself to servitude and sub- 
jection she will have to find someone 
else to give her the oath.” 

Possible before man had reduced 
woman to the subjection she occupied 
at the dawn of history, a battle of 
ages between the sexes had been 
waged, resulting in his victory. Pos- 
sibly the human male and female, in 
the anthropoid stage, were about 
equal in physical strength, daring 
and resolution, for this parity of the 
sexes is found among many animals 
and birds. Among many insects the 
female has even outstripped the male, 
as witness the queen bee and the 
lazy, voracious drones, who are 
slaughtered each fall to save feeding 
them during the winter. 

It is believed by scientists that the 
prolongation of human infancy grad- 
ually placed the prehistoric woman in 
greater dependence on her mate. Car- 
ing for helpless children her own 
strength was sapped and her spirit 
rendered apprehensive and less self- 
reliant.

WHERE WIVES ARE CHATTELS. 


Among savages, the husband is ab- 
solute lord over even the life and 
death of his wife or wives. They are 
his chattels. He can trade, abandon 
or murder them at his own caprice. 
“a wife has no rights which a hus- 
band is bound to respect” is the un- 
written law. 

Happily, among the Teutonic races, 
woman had begun in a measure to re- 
trieve her position when the Romans 
first observed them. In place of the 
equal vigor which she had lost, she 
had developed special sex attractions, 
such as beauty of face and form, soft- 
ness and tenderness of spirit, and a 
morality which the men did not at- 
tempt to equal These acquisitions 
had raised her to honor, and the foun- 
dation of modern romantic love was 
laid. 

In modern love, as distinguished 
from that known among the ancients, 
the agreeable fiction was indulged 
during courtship that the male wooer 
was as far below his mistress as the 
earth beneath the stars, and a servile 
amorous muse was born whose poets 
compared themselves to worms, and 
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But this situation was instantly re- 
versed after marriage, the husband 
ending his pretenses of lowliness and 
seizing upon the rulership, and the 
wife abdicating her brief and ficti- 
tious throne. Thereafter, the man’s 
word was law, and his wife’s part un- 
questioning obedience. 


“A DOMESTIC ORNAMENT.” 


To this station she was reconciled 
by the church, one of whose founders, 
St. Paul, had formally sentenced her 
to be man’s underling. The Bible 
had consistently, from Genesis to the 
Ep'‘sties, enjoined upon her man’s su- 
periority and her own duty of sub- 
mission. 

Her activties became domestic, se- 
dentary or ornamental. She was 
taught that it was unwomanly to 
know how to read and write: her 
sphere was comprehended in “church, 
children and kitchen.” But in the 
meantime man was busy confirming 
his accomplishments for ruling; he 
was engaged in battle, debate, study.

VERYBODY in Washington isn’t a Presi- 
- dent or a Senator or a Congressmé@n or a 

member of the Cabinet, or even some 
Government official of high standing—there is 
young Charley Taft, for instance. He will take 
the place of Quentin Roosevelt, youngest son of 
the retiring President, this very week. 

And there are plenty of other youngsters in offi- 
‘celal Washington, too, who surely can lay claim 
to being somebody, besides this son of the Pres- 
ident who is to be inaugurated next Thursday. 

Don’t imagine for a moment that Charley Taft 
has the big head. He is just a hearty, fun-loving 
American boy, who doesn’t mind a hole in his 


| stocking, and knows how to kick a football as well 


s the next boy. 
+ ey Taft has the smile of his distinguished 
| father. It’s a good, big, broad smile, too, and car- 
oe with it the proof of a jolly nature. Like his 
tin Roosevelt, he goes off to school in 


the morning with his books slung over his shoul- 
der, ready to shoot marbles or spin tops or swap a 
penknife for a bicycle whistle with the first fellow 


that comes along. But Charley Taft likes it best 


when he can get his chums together and tell them 
of the fun he/had when he took that famous 
trip to the Philippines with his father. He has 
a brother, Robert, at Yale, and an older sister, 
Miss Helen. 

Quentin Roosevelt, youngest son of the outgoing

But the old-time racetrack tout is 
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“fleecing” a victim out of his entire 
bank roll. 

The recent case of Frank Murray. 
the well-known sporting man and 
“plunger,” who Was “whipsawed” out 
of $3000 by a trio of these crooks, pos- 
ing as reputable racetrack men, is a 
fair sample of the way in which they 
operate, and should serve as a warn. 
ing to future bettors who are anxious 
to “beat the bookies” and are afraid 
to rely upon their own judgment. 

Mr. Murray met three grafters in 
El Paso, Tex., after a recent racetrack 
meeting, and they represented them- 
selves to be horse owners. As the 
meeting was over and Mr. Murray 
was going North, they volunteered to 
accompany him, pcol their combined 
wealth with his and form a “syndi- 


cate” for the express purpose of 


“beating the bookmakers.” 
Arriving in St. Louls, they all reg- 
tered at the Southern Hotel. A few 
one of the trio of crooks 
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him to “get down on it good and 
strong.” 

He swallowed the bait, hook, line 
and sinker, and put up a draft for 
$3000 on the Hanover Bank of New 
York, with a party who Was supposed 
to be running a “handbook” in a 
cigar store on Walnut street. 

He bet the money on Venture, 
straight, and the horse won easily. 
But when Mr. Murray went around to 
the cigar store to *cash”’ his bet he 
found that the bogus bookmaker had 
“welched” with the coin and awoke to 
the fact that he had been “double 
crossed.” 

To make matters worse and aggra- 
vate him still further, one of his 
supposed “frienas defended the miss- 
ing “bookmaker,” 4nd tried to tell 


Murray that he had not bet on Ven- 


ture at all, but on another horse 
named Antonio, who was “running 
yet.” 

' Mr. Murray appealed to the police, 
but they were unable to fix the swin- 
die on anyone and the grand jury 
dropped the investigation. Murray 
wired to the bank to stop payment on 
the draft, but it was too late, as the 
grafters had already got it cashed. 
So he was left to bemoan his less 
and curse all racetrack ‘touts’ ip 
general. 

Since the recent “anti-racetrack” 
gambling laws have taken effect most 
of the large racing plants throughout 
the country have been forced to close 
down, temporar'ly at least. But there 
are still a few tracks in operation in 
those states not opposed to this form 
of gambling. The horsemen are thus 
compelled to travel great distances 
from one track to another, in order 
to race their horses and indulge in 
their favo 'te pastime of “betting on 
the ponies.” 

The doing away With the book- 
makers at so many tracks has made 
it good for the poolroom proprietors, 
as now a large percentage of the bet- 
ting public are forced to patronize 

places in order to “get a bet 
on their favorite, or else fore- 
the pleasure of “playing the 
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the different cities where the pool- 
rooms are still running. 

The scheme worked by these swin- 
diers in skinning a victim ig unique, 
and is worthy of a detailed descrip- 
tion, as most anyone who Was not 
“hep” to the game would be apt to 
fall for it. ‘ 

They always work in pairs, one be- 
ing known as the “inside man” and 
the other as the “outside man.” The 
duty of the “outside man” is to lo- 
cate a likely looking “mark” in the 
crowd, get into conversation with 
him, find out how “strong” his bank 
roll is, and then communicate the In- 
formation to his partner, the “inside 
man,’ who proceeds to make the ac- 
quaintance of the “sucker” and 
relieve him of h‘s superfluous coin. 

Nearly all these poolroem grafters 
have the same method of working. | 
have no doubt that many a man who 
reads this story will smile ruefully 
and recall to mind a-certain time in 
his “sporting days” when he fell a 
victim to their wiles and got sepa- 
rated from a portion, if not all of his 
hard-earned “dough.” 

For the benefit of those who have 
never been “up against it’ I will en- 
deavor to describe the way in which 
the game is worked. It may be the 
means of saving someone from getting 
“trimmed.” 

The scene, we will suppose, 's one 
of the many poollrooms, filled with 
the usual crowd of men, all try- 
ing to “pick the winner” in the next 
race, and thus increase their bank 
rolis at the expense of the book- 
makers. A sharp-eyed, well-dressed 
young man saunters about through 
the crowd, watching the board where- 
on the names of the horses and the 
ddds are posted, and keenly scrutin- 
izes each face, sizing up the owner 
carefully and endeavoring to pick out 
a possible victim. 

Suddenly his eye lights upon @ pros- 
perous looking gentleman, who at the 
moment is busily engaged im study- 
ing the racing card. The grafter 
works his way carefully through the 
crowd until he is at the gentleman's 
elbow, and then proc to get into 





Antonio, whose hame was among the “also rans.” Murray appealed to 
the police and grand jury, but the swindle could not be fixed on any- 
body in. particular and Murray returned to El Paso, Tex. 








“I beg your pardon, sir, but what 
do you fancy in the next race? I 
don’t know very much about any of 
the horses in this race, and I’d like to 
get your opinion.” 

Of course, the “mark” tells the graft- 
er Which horse he thinks stands the 
best chance of winning, as there is a 
sort of brotherhood among racing 
men, and they are always ready to 
give advice and air their opinions re- 
garding the different horses. 

As soon as the “outside man” has 
got into conversation with the “mark” 
his partner, the “inside man,” who 
has been watching operations from a 
distance, comes sauntering over and 
plants himself eight or ten feet away 
from the pair. He pretends to be 
busily engaged in watching the hoard. 

He frequently consults a memo- 
randum book which he holds in his 
hand, and now and then flashes a 
good-sized bank roll, which he does th 
such a way as to attract the “mark's” 
attention. He always takes good care 
to have a “yellow wrapper” on the 
outside of his “roll,” although all the 
other bills of which it is composed 
may be only “one spots,” if the graft 
has not been good lately. 

Needless to say, he is also irre- 
proachably dressed and looks the paft 
of a prosperous gambler or horse 
owner to perfection. Uf his finances 
will permit, he sports a large diamond 
in his necktie or shirt front, and 
another on his finger, while a flashy 
watch chain and locket decorates his 
vest, and helps to “impress” his vic- 
tims with a sense of his importance 
and responsibility. 

The “outside man” now remarke to 
the “sucker,” “I'd like to know what 
that fellow is betting on in the next 


race!” and he directa the “mar ’s” at- 


tention towards his partner, who con- 
tinues to study his notebook, appar- 
ently perfectly oblivious to the 
scrutiny to which he is being sub- 
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“mark,’’ as he continues to stare at 
the ‘inside man.” 

“Why, that’s one of “Plunger” 
Riley's ‘“‘betting commissioners,” and 
I saw hi. bet $200 each wav on the 
last race, but I could not get close 
enough to hear which horse he bet it 
on. It’s a “cinch” that any horse 
the “Plunger” backs is sure to win, 
as he only plays “inside information,” 
and whenever you see one of his 
“commissioners” putting up a bundle 
of “kale,’”’ you can rest assured there's 
a “killing’’ coming off, and the wise 
ones are about to “cut a melon.” 

Of course, the “mark” is deeply im- 
pressed, As soon as the “outside 
man" has got him worked-up to the 
proper pitch, he steps aside, ostensi- 
bly to get @ better view of the board 
and gives his “pal’’ the “office” (sig- 
nal) that it is time for him ‘to “butt 
in.” 

As soon as he gets the “office,” the 
“inside man” steps over to the 
“mark” and politely asks him to lend 
him a pencil, then steps to one side 
again and pretends to be busy figur- 
ing in his notebook. 

The “outside man” immediately 
whispers excitedly in the mark’s ear: 
“When he hands you back your pen- 
cil, ask him what he is betting on in 
the next race!" Then he steps away 
from the “mark” again and pretends 
to be looking up at the board. 

When the grafter returns the lead 
pencil, the “sucker” will probably 
say: “Excuse me, sir, but if it is 
not asking too much, which horse do 
you like in the next race?” 

The grafter looks him over careful- 
ly before replying, and then says: 
“Well, my friend, you're an entire 
stranger to me, and I'm sot in the 


habit of giving my information to. 


anybody, especially to people I don’t 
know. You see, I'm one of “Plunger”

And so sayine, he walks away, 
after telling the “trark” that he “will 
see him after thé race is over.” — 

In case the “mark” insists oh know- 
ing the name of the ho: se upon which 
his money is to be placed, the graft- 
er will give him a horse ihai docs not 
stand a chance of winning, but they 
prefer not to mention the horse's 
name if it ean be avoided. Accidents 
sometimes happen, and perhaps the 
very horse they named might win, 
and in that case they would either 
have to “make gaod” to the “mar,” 
or else take it on a “I am” for the 
door. 

As soon as the “inside man” has 
got the “sucker’s” bank foll and 
starts to go toward the boo’ maker's 
window to bet’ it, his pirtner, the 
“outside man” ‘grabs held of the 
“mark” and says excitedly: “Tell me 
what he is betting on, will you?” And 
keeps on “badgering” the “mark” in 
order to prevent him from following 
his partner. 

The funny part of it is that hing 
times out of ten the “mar” refuses 
to divuige to the “outside man” the 
‘“{nformation” which he has received 
from the “inside man,”
